An immense Crowd Presses Into the White 
. House 

WASHINGTON, February 21:—The president’s 
reception to the public, the. last of his state 
receptions, drew a tremendous crowd to the 
white house tonight. Although the reception 
did not begin until 9 o’clock, the crowd began 
to gather about dusk, and shortly after 7 
o’clock there were several hundred persons on 
the portico of the white house who 
had come early in order to secure 
eligible places in the line. The gathering in- 
creased in numbers very rapidly, and it was 
with some difficulty that the crowd was got in 
line wo abreast. in the moanwhile, a great 
numcsr of people who had received cards of 
invitation were admitted by the exit door, so 
that when the president and party came down- 
stairs, and took their places in the blue room, 
the public rooms and corridors of the white 
house were so crowded that it was 
nearly ten o'clock before they were sutti- 
eiently clear of people to permit those 
waiting in line outside to be admitted. At 10 
o’clock the crush was immense, and there was 
a closely packed line of people extending 
from the entrance to the white house down 
the western approach to the gateway and 
about a block or so along Pennsylvania avenue. 
The crowd seemed to be good natured, and 
waited with patience in the chill atmosphere 
for their opportunity to shake hands with 
president and Mrs. Cleveland.

THE FREE TRADERS. 


The Result of the Convention Held in Chi- 
cago. 

CuicaGco, February 21.—The out and 
free traders inthe tariff reform convention, 
decided, after a conference today, to make no 
attempt to reopen the debate upon the declar- 
ation of principles. They pursuaded them- 
selves that they had gone before the country 
sufficiently in their speeches of Wednesday, 
and believed thatin the convention they had 
attained amoral victory. Sowhen the cou- 
vention assembled today, the report of the 
committee on resolutions was re-adopted, as it 
had been trimmed down by the tariff-for-rey- 
enue men. The deliberaté declaration of the 
convention upon the tariil question, therefore, 
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Ve hold that itis the natural right of every 
man to freely exchange his labor or the pro- 
duet of his laber to the best advantage. We 
declare ourselves unalterably opposed to the 
so-called protective system, and demand the 
prompt abrogation of all protective features 
from the tariif. 

Supplemental resolutions providing for the 
appointment of ‘ta committee of nine to perfect 
and prosecute plans for propagating the princi- 
ples in these resolutions, announced,’’ were 
also adopted without dissent. The important 
act of today was the appointment of this com- 
mittee. The chairman asked for written sug- 
gestions relative to its composition. A great 
number weresent upto him. Sorting over 
the names recommended, the chairman picked 
out the following: David A. Wells,Connecticut; 
Franklin MacVeagh, Illinois; A. W. Thomas, 
Texas: Eugene M. Wilson.

MEETING OF PARLIAMENT. 


IMPORTANT LEGISLATION SUGGESTED. 


Mr. Gladstone Cheered as He Enters the 
House—An Exciting Session Predicted 
The Parnell Conumission. 


Lonpoy, February 21.—Parliament reas- 
sembled today. The following is the speech 
of the queen opening the session: 

My Lords and Gentlemen: During the brief period 
since the close of last session, nothing has happened 
to affect the cordial relations betweeh my-e!f and 
other powers, Operations suecessfully completed 
in Egypt a few days before the prerogation of par- 
liament effected their object, and I do not see any 
ground for apprehénding a renewal of disturlLance 
in the neighborhood of Suakim. 

The negotiations which I directed to be opened 
with Thibet, for tho prevention of encroachment 
upon my rights over Sikkigg, have not been brought 
toafavorable conclusion, but I hope that further 
military operations will not be necessary. 

THE SAMOAN CONFERENCE. 

I have consented to take part in a conference th 
Germany and America. at Berlin, on the Samoan 
question, This will be a continuation ot the confer- 
ence recently held in Washington on the same sub- 
ject. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commous: The un- 
ecasing expenditures upon warlike preparations 
incurred.by other European nations has rendered 
necessary an increase in the precautions hitherto 
taken for the safety of our shores and commerce. 
The counsels by which other powers are guided, 
and which dispose of their vast forces, are at pres 
ent uniformly friendly to England, but 1 have no 
right to assume that this condition is necessarily 
secure from the posstbility of change. 

°* AMENDING THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 

My Lords and Gentleman: Some portions of the 
bill presented in 188 for amending the local goy 
ernment in England and Wales were Iaid aside 
owing to pressure upon the time of parliament. 
From the same cause it was impossible to enter 
upon the question of local government in Scotiand. 

sills upon these matters will be subinitted. 

Early in session your attention wiil be asked to 
measures for the development of the material re- 
sources of Ireland and for amending the constitu- 
tion of various tribunals having special jurisdiction 
over real property in Ireland. Statuies recently 
passed forthe restoration of order and confidence 
in Ireland have already been attended with salntary 
results. Legislation will be necessary for the exe- 
cution of the sugar convention, aud also forthe 
completion of the conversion of three per cent 
annuities. 

OTHER MATTERS DISCUSSED, 

The state of gold coinage has for years past been 
asubject of legitimate complaint, and a measure 
restoring it toa satisfactory condition will be sub- 
mitted. 

Though the coramission appointed to inquire into 
the civil establishments of the kingdom has not yet 
completed its labor, it has made valuable report. 

Proposals for legislation arising therefrom will be 
submitted. Several subjects which the increasing 
burden of your duties shut out from consideration 
during the last session will be submitted again, 
Among them are measures relating to titles, rezu- 


lating universities in Scotland, determining the 4 


lMability of employersin ease of accidents to em- 
ployees; establishing a department of agriculture; 
cheapening the transfer of land, and remedying 
abuses attaching to the limited Liability of joint 
stock companies.

ASSEMBLING OF PARLIAMENT. 
Mr. Morley Gives Notice of an Amendment 
to the Address in Reply. 

LONDON, February 21.—In the house of 
commons today, after the reading of the 
queen’s speech, John Morley, gave notice that 
he would introduce an amendment to the 
address in reply to the speech from the throne, 
condemning the administration of law in 
Ireland as harsh, unjust and oppressive, and 
asking that measures be adopted 
to content the Irish and re-establish the real 
union of Great Britain and Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone was enthusiastically cheered 
by the opposition on entering the house, 

The ministerialists cheered Balfour, while 
the opposition hissed him and shouted '*Pig- 
gott.’”’ Mr. Smith was similarly greeted. 

It is universally admitted that the session 
will be the fieriest one on record. The Irish 
actions of the government .will be vigilantly 
watched. The programme is approved by Mr. 
Gladstone. 

MR. GLADSTONE SPEAKS. 

Mr, Gladstone, in opening the debate on the 
address in reply to the queen's speech, said he 
hoped the government would enlighten the 
house regarding affairs in Samoa and Zanzibar 
at the carliest possible moment. Remarking 
that the government described their own arm- 
aments as precautions for defence, while they 
spoke of other nations’ armamentt as 
war-like preparations, M@. Gladstone said that 
parliament must be very exacting as regards 
the proof of necessity of -uy unusual increase 
of credits for defense. He made sarcastic 
reference to the ambitious legislative pro- 
gramme outlined by the royal speech, and ex- 
pressed an earnest hope that parliament would 
be prorogued before Christnms eve, in com- 
plaining that there was no indication of legis- 
lation 

ACCEPTABLE TO IRISH PEOPLE, 
he said that the government had rendered 
an elaborate [rish debate inevitable by insert- 
ing a sentence inthe address implying ap- 
proval of their Irish policy, which was totally 
at variance with the views of the opposition. 
He intimated that he would offer no technical 
opposition should the government be willing 
to amend the sentence. In conclusion, he 
promised to assist the government in forward- 
ing the business of the country. 
MR. SMITH REPLIES. 

W. H. Smith, government leader, declaraed 
that the government was quite ready to meet 
Gladstone’s challenge, With regard to Glad- 
stone’s expression of regret that the govern- 
ment had seen no way to contract its responsi- 
bility in~ Egypt, the miuistry had 
seen no reason to justify departure 
from the pledges given by § the late 
government. Regarding the Samoan 
question, he said that papers were being pre- 
pared, but that pending the conference, the 
vovernment was unable to express any decided 
opinion on the subject, although he nught state 
that Germany had strongiy declared that she 
would not recede from any of her engageineuts 
as to the rights of Englismen and Americans 
in Samoa. Inthe course she was taking -in 
East Africa, Germany was not exercising any 
power not contemplated by the arrangement 
made with England in 1885. The papers would 
be tabled atan early day. The government 
had no intention to impute un- 
worthy or aggressive motives to foreign na- 
tions,.nor did it doubt their assurances of 
friendship, but the country must be in a posi- 
ion to defend her trade and her food supply. 
fCheers.} The Scottish local government 
measure would be followed bya bill to estab- 
lish district councils in England. He hoped 
the house would leave the subject of Ireland 
for a separate debate. 


HOLDING THE BAG 


Until They Could Get Boodie Enongh to De- 
liver It to the London Times. 

LONDON, February 21.— Upon the reassembl- 
ing of the Parneil commission today, Richard 
Piggott was again called forexamination. He 
testified that in January, 1885, he had two or 
three interviews with Eugene Davis, at Laus- 
anne. Witness told Davis that he required 
material fora pamphlet, and that the docn- 
ments procured must be substantiated by sig- 
natures. Thenext day Davis said he had 
carefully considered the matter and could not 
comply with the request, because the Fenian 
brotherhood was bound to Parnell! not to inter- 
fere with his movements until the expiration 
of acertain period. Several months later, 
witness, at the suggestion of Heuston, revis- 
ited Lausanne and again saw Davis. Davis 
si™@! adhered to his refusaito impart the in- 
formation uutil the day witneasleft. He then 
proposed to Davis to write the pamphiet and 
fix a date for its publication. 

He offered him one hundred pounds to give 
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the principal facts. Davis did so, and witnes# 
{ook rough notes of Davis's statement. Inve 
mediately afterwards witness wrote 

A DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE INTERVIEW 


at the hotel at Lausanne on hotel paper! He 
gave Houston the copy that was read vee 
terday. ; 

Witness had not seen Davis in Londor 
since. In consequence of a letter which ba 
received from a friend in Paris early in April, 
1586, witness had a conference with Houston 
and then went to Paris. He remained fi that 
city a week or more before he defined any. 
thing. Then he was accosted on the street by 
& man giving the name of Morris 
Murphy, who said he had been 
& compositor in witness's employ. 
Hedid net recognize the, man,jbut saw ne 
reason to doubt his statement. They con- 
versed for some timeand subsequently met 
again, when Murphy said he had not been 
anie tu ascertain anything about the docu. 
meonts. A week later, Murphy said he had 
found the documents ina bag. He described 
the bag to witness and said it contained five or 
six of Egans’s letters, some of Parnell’s, and 
some old accounts. 

Witness said ho was anthorized to find the 
documents and asked the price for their sure 
render. Murphy at first wanted £1,000, but 
afterwards said he would take £500. The 
next day Murphy 

SHOWED WITNESS THE BAG 
and its contents. Witness read the letters and 
made a memoranda, but did not actu: ily copy 
tho letters. 

Piggott here identified |six letters of Egan’s 
five of Parnell’s, includidg the letter, a faq 
simile of which appeared in the Times, and 
scraps of accounts, which were produced ig 
court as contents of the bag. 

Witness returned to England and saw Hows. 
ton, who, after consideration, said he was pree 
pared to p xy the amount demanded for the 
letters. Hereturned to France on Apiil +0, 
1886. and told Murphy that he would accept 
his offer, Murphy said that agents of 
the Clan-na-Gael, from New York, claimed the 
letters, and in orderto obtain them it would 
be necessary to go to New York to obtain aus 
thority from the heads of the Clan-na-Cael. 

Murphy suggested that witness go.’ Witnes@ 
was strongly opposed to going, knowing that 
he would incur great danger. After a long 
discussion Murphv told witness that it would 
be utterly impossible to obtain the letters ums 
less wituess went to New York. 

THE VISIT TO NEW YORK. 

Witness consulted with Houston and went 
to New York. There he saw Breslin, to whom 
Murphy had given him a letter. He had no€ 
Known Breslin before the meeting. He did 
not know what Murphy’s letter contained. I¢€ 

ras sealed. The interview with Breslin lasted 
five minutes. Breslin met him half an hous 
after his arrival. He told him that he had 
received a cable dispatch from Paris, instruct« 
ing him to meet witness. After a few remark@ 
he handed witness a sealed letter, which he 
said witness was to deliver to Murphy in Paris. 
Witness continued : 

“‘T returned to London and told Houston what 
had occurred. He believed the letter con- 
tained authority to deliver the bag. I went ta 
Paris July 10th and saw Murphy at the hotel 
St. Petersburg. I handed him the letter and 
he said it was all right, but he explained fhag 
he could not give me the letters until he had 
seen other peopie. Two evenings later Murs 
piiy took me toacafein the Rue St. Honore, 
He conducted me to a private room, where 
five men were seated around a table. The 
men, he said, represented the Clau-nae-Gael. 

“ HE MADE ME SWEAR 
on a Catholic prayer book thaf under no cire 
cumstances would I reyeal the source from 
which I had obtained the documents. I alsa 
swore that I would not mention names, and if 
any proceedings followed the publication of the 
letters that I would not testify.”’ 

Piggott did not get the documents that night 
Houston had said that he would take the docu- 
ments on Piggott’s description, without coming 
to Paris himself, but Piggott pressed him ta 
come. 

Witness detailed the purchase of letters and 
Murphy’s offer to repurchase them, corroborate 
ing Houston’s testimony on this point. Wite 
ness had nothing to do, directly or indirectly, 
with the writing of the letters. ‘'The sugges< 
tion that 1 forged them is quite untrue,’’ he 
said, . 

Witness knew Egan’s writing and signature, 
and was convinced that Egan wrote the letters 
ascribed to him. Murphy was displeased with 
the refusal to return the leisure. He said he 
wouid prefer to pay Piggott himself something 
rather than to lose possession of the letters. 
Witness. saw Hays, presidentof “I. R. B.,”* 
and Casey, the Fenian, in Paris. 

Sir Charles Russell here objected to the ad- 
mission of evidence to what passed between 
Hays and Casey and the witness. 

Attorney General Webster here read Lew's’s 
notes of the interview. Witness challenged 
their accuracy, and denied having sa‘d that he 
believed the letters were not genuine. 

PIGGOTT WAS ALARMED. 

Sir Charles Russell cross-examined Piggott. 
Piggott denied that in his statement to Lewis ~ 
he said thatthe publication of the letters by 
the Times had alarmed him, and that he had 
therefore asked Archbishop Walsh to place 
him in communication with Parnell in order 
to expose the forgees. He did not think that 
Sir Charles Russi ought to question him 
regarding the lettersto Archbishop Walsh, 
because he regarded the archbishop as his 
confessor. He denied that he knew 
that the article cn ‘*Parnellism and crime’® 
vere being prepared. Sir Chas. Russell hera 
produced a letter from Piggott to Archbishop 
Walsh, dated Mareh 4, 1887, and marked 
“Private aud confidential.’’ In this letter 
Piggott told the archbishop that he was aware 
that proceedings were contemplated with the 
object of destroying the Parnellite influence 
in parliament. All that hecould indicate was 
that the proccedings would consist of the pul- 
lication of statements tending to show com- 
plicity in crime of Parnell and his colleagues. 
He assured the archbishop that he wrote with 
a full knowledge of these designs, and coull 
indicate how they could be successfully con 
batted and defeated.. 

PIGGOTT IS PUZZLED. 

Sir Charles Russell pressed witness to ¢x- 
plain how these designs could have been 
defeated if the letters were genuine. Piggott 
replied that he had not the slightest recoliec- 
tion of writing anything of the kind. He did 
not recollect what charges were meant in the 
letter, and, in fact, he did not recollect the 
letter at all. He could not have had the Par- 
nell lettersin mind when he wrote to the 
archbishop. He must have been thinking of 
other charges, but he could not say what those 
charges were. 

Russell then read the postscript tothe letter, 
as foilows: “I need hardly say that did I con- 
sider the parties really guilty, I should not 
dream that your grace would partake in an 
effort to shield them. My only wish is to im- 
press upon your grace that the evidence is ap- 
parently convincing, and probably sufficient 
to secure conviction by an English jury.’’ 

Piggott reiterated that the Parnell 
letters were not in his mind when 
he wrote the postscript. He added that 
he never thonght the letters in themselves 
constituted a serious charge. He asked for 
the archbishop’s reply, which Sir Charles Rus- 
sell producod. Piggott, after inspecting the 
arch bishogs letter, said he believed that he 
never rostinea it. Thecommission then ad- 
journed.

On the Charge of Attempted Bribery—His 
Resignation From the City Council 
Accepted. ° 

Savannan, Ga., Eebruary 21.—[Special.J— 

While the investigation of the charge of at- 

tempted bribery against Alderman E. A. 


Smith was pending in the city council today. 


he resigned, 

It was after midnight. when the council ad- 
journed last night to meet at noon today to 
continue the St er of Health Ofticer 
Brunne®s charge against Alderman Smith. 
Dr. Brunner was asked to make a sworn state- 
ment before the board when the aldermen met 
again today. 

Captain Smith is a stevedore, and it is a 
plain inference from the health ofticer’s state- 
ments that the alderman wanted to secure the 
contract to unload the ballast from all the ves- 
sels atriving at the quarantine 

DR. BRUNNER’S CHABGE 
was that Captain Smith had offered him one 
thousand dollars if he would use his influence 
with Dr. Harris, the chairman of the health 
committee, and get Harris to report in favor 
of the contract system, instead of having the 
city dothe work itself. Testifying to Captain 
Smith’s proposition to him, Dr. Brunner said: 

“Captain Smith asked me what salary I 
received. Ireplied: ‘$1,500 a year and fees, 
but the fees do not amount to much.’ I add- 
ed: ‘I have intended to ask for $500 increase.’ 
‘You'll never get it,’ he remarked, ‘out as far 
as my vote goes, vou will have that. Then,’ 
he said, ‘if you will advocate my system of 
unloading vessels to Dr. Harris I will guaran 
tee you $1,000a year.’ I will state that he 
said: ‘You haveto go down there anyhow 
two or three times a week, and you can act for 
me, but personally, Dr. Brunner, I do not 
want to be known in the matter. What do 
you think of it?’ On parting he remarked : 

‘MUM IS THE WORD.’ 

‘That night | told a city official what had 
occurred, saying I did not know what todo. I 
told two or three aldermen and the mayor 
about the conversation a few days later.”’ 

Replying to questions put by several alder- 
men Dr. Brunner said: 

‘The Monday morning after our visit to the 
wharves, Captain Smith called at my house 
and Itoid him Icould not accep hs pro osi- 
tion. Hesaid that he was sorry 1 was not 
able to partake of the benefits. 

‘That was the last time he called at my oftice 
until the first of this week, when he said he 
had heard [told the mayor that he wanted 
the contract for unloading the vessels.’’ 

CAPTAIN SMITH, IN HIS SWORN STATEMENT, 
said: ‘Il was the chairman of the committee 
having in charge the matter of better facilities 
for discharging ballast at quarantine. It oc- 
curred to me that the health officer, better 
than any one else, could superintend that busi- 
ness. He agreed with me that there would be 
nothing improper in his doing the work. He 
was to get the money from the captains. I told 
him several times that I didn’t want to have 
an\thing to do with the matter, but I wonld 
assist him in any way I weg ‘The ne xt day 
[ met him and he teld me that. he dia not 
think it would be proper ae him to do the 
work. I did not + see Dr. . Brunner for 
several days after that, but one morn- 
ing I had occasion to go to his office. 
While I was-there Dr. Harris drove up. I

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JOR WILSON, A NEGRO, CARRIED TO 
THE STATIONHOUSE DRUNKA. 
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Was the Only Witness in an Important Liquor 
the Undertakers and 
an Inquest This 
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Case—He Was

Another man dead in a cell. 

This time it was a negro named Joe Wilson, 
an employee in the barrooia of Pat Johnson, 
at the corner of Hunter and Broad streets. 

He was brought in yesterday afternoon, 
about 5 o’clock, from near the East Tennessee 
depot, the charge against him being drunk 
the street. 

fle was locked up in No.7 with two other 
negroes. He was drunk, but did not complain 
of being sick anyway. 

\n hour later a negro came to his iron door 
in the hallway and called to the stationhouse 


keeper : 

‘Come here quick. 
dead.”’ 

And so he was. 

He was lying flat upon his back, 
half closed and his hands crossed 
brenst. 

The two negroes in the cell with Wilson say 
that Wilson had been lying there asleep and 
suddenly began trembling and woke up. 

“What's the matter?” asked one of them. 

‘“l’m dying,’ said the sick man. | 

They thought be was sick, but paid no par- 
ticular attention to him. 

Suddenly he straightened out, threw 
hands together across ‘his breast, and died with- 
out speaking another word. 

The other negroes shook him and spoke to 
him, but Wilson was still and in a short while 
his body began growing cold. 

The word. was carried to the stationhouse 
keeper and Coroner Avary notified. , 

The negro died at 6 o’cloch, one hour after 
he had been put in the cell. 

Coroner Avary gave instructions for the 

body to be carried to an undertaker, and about 

nine o’clock it was carried to Dave Howard’s, 
the colored undertaker, andthe inquest will 
be held there this morning. 

Wilson was about twenty-five years of age, 
and had for about thirteen months past been 
employed in Pat Johnson’s barroom, corner 
of antes and Broad streets.
